Washington, Jan. 30.— While Hayti 
continues without a government and 
there is much anxiety over the condi­ 
tions existing, no action has been 
taken by Washington looking* to bring1 
j ing order out of the present situation 
in concordance with the president’s 
declarations iii favor of the m ainten­ 
ance of constitutional government as 
opposed to government by force. 
■ 
It wa3 indicated at the White House 
that the president regards the Hay- 
• tian situation as a very real problem. 
The president’s attitude in regard to 
j the overthrow of constitutional gov­ 
ernm ent by persons seeking the pow­ 
er to further their own ambitions has 
not changed in the slightest degree, it 
was stated, but how this policy is to 
be a p p l i e d in Hayti has not been de­ 
cided. 
The navy departm ent ha 3 received 
from Captain Russell, commanding the 
battleship South Carolina, which wa- 
rushed to Port Au P r i n c e on the abdi­ 
cation of President Orestes, a report 
of conditions at the Haytian capita I. 
The fact that the abdication of Orestes 
left Hayti without a government and 
abundance of candidates for the posi­ 
tion is causing much anxiety, it is re- 
liorted. 
Order 13 being maintained in 
Port Au Prince tlirouhg a committee 
of safety in co-operation with the local 
authorities. 
Captain Russell has land­ 
ed 120 additional marines, supplement­ 
ing the force of sixty officers and men 
of the marine corps landed from the 
Montana

afternoon.

are co-operating 
with German marines landed at the 
sam e time. 
Senator Theodore, the leader of the 
revolution which resulted in the over­ 
throw of the Orestes government has 
not yet arrived in Port Au Prince.
